A newcomer entering Sierra 
Madre from the west may 
wonder at the handsomeness 
of the set of buildings on the 
southwest corner. They com¬ 
prise La Salle High School. 

The La Salle High School 
Campus at 3880 E. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. reflects the or¬ 
derliness of its curriculum, 
the direction of its teachers 
and is the location of an 
academic and religious pro¬ 
gram well-known in the valley. 

According to Brother 
Raphael Willeke, principal, 
who has just completed his 
first year as administrative 
head, there is a ministry 
among the entire faculty — 
not just among the nine 
Christian Brothers — that is 
the seat of this orderliness 
and direction. 

“They don’t just leave the 
ministry to the priest or bro¬ 
thers: they participate them¬ 
selves actively also,’’ he ex¬ 
plains. 

La Salle High School is 
one of nine secondary schools 
conducted by the Christian 
Brothers in the west. The 
Brothers are a Roman Catho¬ 
lic order founded in 1680 by 
Saint John Baptist de La 
Salle, patron of teachers, and 
is the largest religious or¬ 
ganization of men in the 
Catholic Church devoted ex¬ 
clusively to the educational 
apostolate, according to pub¬ 
lished history of the school. 

The inifial student body in 
1955, the year the school was 
founded, was 120 and now 
460 are enrolled. 

Brother Celestine Cor¬ 
mier, the first principal, of¬ 
ficially opened the school in 


September, 1956 with five 
Brothers and one lay teacher. 
Now there are nine Christian 
Brothers, one priest and 19 
lay persons on the faculty. 

Brother Raphael explains 
that the philosophy of La 
Salle High School is centered 
on the uniqueness of the in¬ 
dividual and his value as a 
person with religious, intel¬ 
lectual, imaginative, emo¬ 
tional, social and physical 
potential. And, although that 
sounds like a lot of fine 
words. La Salle seems to be 
built on exactly that premise. 

Brother Raphael’s personal 
philosophy includes main¬ 
taining academic standards 
for the young men attending 
school. “We have a fine faculty 
all who are intent on aiding 
the student not just to learn 
but to learn to learn,” he ex¬ 
plains. 

And he adds, “Without 
the great support of the 
parents, alumni and other in¬ 
terested persons it would 
simply not be possible to 
maintain this excellent school 
with its fine curriculum.” 

Religious and moral values 
are part of the work there, he 
says. It’s discipline and good 
order since the purpose of 
discipline is good order. 

La Salle is committed to 
establishing a Christian com¬ 
munity “where a foundation 
is established for the stu¬ 
dent’s realization of his own 
potential, an atmosphere 
where there is love, respect 
and acceptance of each per¬ 
son as he is,” says the prin¬ 
cipal. Since the emphasis is 
placed on the learning pro¬ 
cess itself, he believes that

Labor Day is time 
to beware 


The approaching Labor Day weekend and 
the overwhelming amount of traffic casual¬ 
ties that traditionally occur on the final three- 
day holiday weekend of the summer, has 
brought forth a warning from Joseph M. Kap¬ 
lan, president of the Greater Los Angeles 
Chapter National Safety Council. 

“More than 85% of all motor vehicle ac¬ 
cidents are due to human error, and driving 
defensively at all times, especially this week¬ 
end should be uppermost In the minds of all 
motorists," says Kaplan. 

The Labor Day weekend starts at 6 p.m. 
tomorrow (Friday), September 4, and ends at 
midnight, Monday, September 7. 

Kaplan says, “It Is estimated by the Na¬ 
tional Safety Council that between 480 and 580 
persons may lose their lives during the Labor 
Day weekend In traffic accidents, and that be¬ 
tween 19,000 and 23,000 others may suffer 
disabling injuries In motor vehicle accidents. 

During the three-day Labor Day weekend 
last year, 531 persons died In traffic accidents 
and another 21,300 persons were seriously 
injured. In California 79 died In traffic during 
the period, including 13 deaths in Los Angeles 
County. 

Kaplan added, “Defensive driving means 
staying alert, arriving at the destination on 
time and preventing panic and accidents. 
Drivers should practice defensive driving by 
watching out for the other drivers as well 
as yourself, observing speed limits and using 
motor vehicle occupant restraints. Less than 
15% in the nation use seat belts, yet If everyone 
used them, 12,000 lives could be saved. Before 
starting your motor, make the seat belt click,” 
concluded Kaplan. 

For the millions of motorists hauling boats, 
trailers, recreational vehicles or just driving 
the family car during the weekend, availability 
of gasoline should be no major problem In Cali¬ 
fornia. Most service stations are planning to re¬ 
main open during their normal operating hours 
and have a plentiful supply of fuel, reports 
the National Automobile Club. 

Prices vary, depending on location, bramW** 
and individual operator, as do the specific busi¬ 
ness hours. Service stations along the state’s 
major highways expect heavy traffic during 
the. long weekend, but only brief delays at 
the gas pumps are anticipated. 

The California Highway Patrol will assign ad¬ 
ditional personnel and cars to duty In a maxi¬ 
mum enforcement effort for the weekend. The 
CHP already Is handling extra responsibilities 
in the Medfly Infestation areas. Inspection of 
vehicles for fruits and vegetables are being 
made at roadblocks on an around-the-clock 
basis. 

Except for emergencies, road repair crews 
will not be working during the holiday period, 
although traffic delays may still occur In areas 
around construction and maintenance areas 
due to lane closures or detours. Motorists can 
obtain the latest road conditions by calling the 
California Highway Information Network. In 
the Los Angeles area, the number to call la 
626-7231.

ridge School for Girls. Mr. 
McCaslin bought the prop¬ 
erty in 1943 and started 
Anoakia School for Girls. 
Eight years later it became 
coeducational and in 1974 
Steffcy came aboard as direc¬ 
tor. 

The school now has pre¬ 
school through 7th grades. 

A Day at the Races for 
Anoakia is planned for Sat¬ 
urday, Oct. 3, and “Back to 
School Night” is Oct. 14. 

Steffey explains that the 
name is broken down in the 
following way: “An” is for 
Anita Baldwin, “oak” repre¬ 
sents the live oak trees. 

Bethany Christian School 
starts Sept. 14, also, for 180 
students who range in age 
from 2'A through 5th grade. 
The five-year-old school has 
II teachers and seven aides 
this year, according to Prin¬ 
cipal Ann Buller.

Honey-Thief Caught 
With Sticky Paw 


i'hONEY-EATINQ bear CAUGHT, TAGGED, LET GO - 
Following three Incidents of honey-stealing from their 
apiary, Jim and Norm Brooks pushed the panic button 
and called Prof. Glen Stewart at Cal Poly who Is 
known for his bear-cagIng abilities. The bear was 
caught near the Brooks Apiary up north of Sierra 
Madre and let go again further up In the wilderness. 


The honey-stealing bear 
has been caught almost with 
his paw in the cookie jar. 

During the past weeks, Jim 
and Norm Brooks have lost 
their entire bee crop from the 
apiary up on the mountains 
north of Sierra Madre. They 
have assumed all along that 
the culprit was a bear, par¬ 
ticularly since the last attack 
showed toothmarks that had 
torn shreds of wood from the 
wooden frames of the hives. 

Out of 26 hives the Brooks 
men had, only 12 remained 
after the last bear rampage. 

And that’s why they called 
in Prof. Glen Stewart of Cal 
Poly. One of his students, 
Harry Purdy, who has been 
doing undergraduate work 
on a three-year study program 
concerning bears, came out 
and brought a corrugated 
steel culvert cage mounted on 
a trailer. They installed the 
cage at the site and waited. 


checking the cage daily after 
baiting it with meat. 

Then one day when the bear 
walked into the cage and 
grabbed food off the trigger 
mechanism just right, the 
door closed behind him and 
he was caught. They hitched 
the cage to a truck and 
brought the 2-year-old male 
down to the pack station at 
Chantry Flats where Prof. 
Stewart injected him with a 
tranquilizer and removed 
him from the cage while he 
slept. 


The Cal Poly officials 
weighed him in at 180 lbs. 

(he should weigh about 250), 
tagged his ear and installed ^ 
a radio collar so he could be 
tracked. ^ 


By the time the bear awoke, 
he had been trailered back to 
the wilderness and released.

Doctor Remembers'When He Won Trans-Pac Race 


Residents of Oahu, Hawaii, 
particularly those living up 
the mountain between Dia¬ 
mond Head and Koko Head, 
watch the brightly-colored 
sails come over the horizon 
and slip past in the Trans¬ 
pacific sailboat race every 
July. 

Those same residents prob¬ 
ably cheered Dr. William 
White of Sierra Madre in 
1975 as he won that very im¬ 
portant annual race with his 
sailboat “Ragtime,” which 
was then an extraordinary, 
radical surfboard-like boat 
that no one could beat. In 
those days. White explains, 
the boat was about 10 years 
ahead of its time and since 
then there are only two other 
sailboats, owned by friends 
of his, who can beat it. 

The ulta light displacement 
65-foot boat (ULDB) is re¬ 
markably light. It weighs 
only 24,0(K) pounds while 
most other 65-foot boats 
weigh 80,000 pounds. 

The boat was hand-crafted 
in New Zealand in 1965 of 
Kauri plywood which is much 
like pine. It’s a sloop, a one- 
mast sailboat, while ketches, 
scooners and yawls have two 
masts. 

“Ragtime is the perfect boat 
to finish first in long-distance 
races,” White said recently, 
“It’s light-weight, simple and 
surfs with very little effort.” 

The Sierra Madre medical 
doctor explains why it is so 
perfect on the 2225-mile race 
between the mainland and 
Hawaii: on the high seas with 
the big swells it tips those 
swells going 12 to 14 knots, 
then in 30 seconds is going 
22 knots downward. And that 
action is repeated day in and 
day out. That’s why it’s a 
natural winner on that type 
of race. 

“Ragtime is the greatest 
boat in Southern California. 
Ask any sailboat racer,” White 
grins, pointing toward the 
mock-up of the boat. “It’s 
won every long-distance race 
on the west coast, from Can¬ 
ada to Mexico City. Million¬ 
aires spend $50,000 to $100,- 
000 on just one race. They 
can’t believe this little boat 
can beat them that easily.” 

White sits back and re¬ 
members what it’s like to par¬ 
ticipate in the Trans-Pac race 
to Hawaii, the crew of eight 
must be totally prepared for 
anything. They have tools 
and spare parts aboard which 
might be needed. The food is 
precooked and sealed in 
boiler bags and at mealtimes 
is placed in hot water for pre¬ 
paration. They carry 15 gal¬ 
lons of water per crew mem¬ 
ber. 

They have a two-burner 
stove, and their only luxury, 
according toWhite, is a little 


freezer that runs off a small 
compressor. 

Bathing? A bucket over¬ 
board. There’s no storage 
but each crewmember has his 
own cloth bag. 

Yes, it’s a primitive and 
simple existence. 

How many sails do they 
need for this type of race? 
Maybe 12 for the various sail 
combinations. And each boat 
has its own colors; Ragtime 
sails under the yellow and 
black combination. 

The eight crew members 
must be chosen very care¬ 
fully, White explains, be¬ 
cause four of these members 
work while the other four are 
resting. They must totally 
trust each other. 

They only wear life vests 
during an emergency. What 
emergency? In severe storms. 
He can only remember one 
or two years in his eight years 
of racing when the crew had 
to wear the flotation device 
although sometimes when 
seas are high they’ve had to 
use safety lines to keep from 
washing overboard. 


Has he no fear? 

“Only fear of losing,” 

White smiles. He can remem¬ 
ber a time off the coast of 
Mexico when they were land¬ 
ing in total blackness when 
they had just a half mile of 
space between two rocks. 
They made it but, yes, he 
was fearful then. 

They use both celestial and 
radio navigation. During the 
Honolulu race they have radio 
contact with race headquar¬ 
ters two times daily when they 
must report their position. 
At 100 miles out they report 
in and, later, 25 miles out. 
The winners are escorted in 
by race officials at that point. 

‘•The Honolulu race was 
the most exciting ever. We 
went over the finish line go¬ 
ing 17 knots at 10 a.m. on a 
Sunday. It was the thrill of a 
lifetime. From there we 
went past Diamond Head 
and into the Ali Wai for the 
big party,” White remem¬ 
bers, smiling. 

The Sierra Madre doctor 
raced actively from ’73 - ’78 
but not since. He started 
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White with Photo of Ragtime 


the sport when he was 15 
years old in Chesapeake Bay. 

He started practicing medi¬ 
cine in Sierra Madre in ’63 
and took up racing again in 
1964. He was married 10 years 
ago and bought Ragtime in 
’73 with a partner. 

When do his two children, 
now 8 and 9, start sail racing? 
When they are 15 or 16, he 
says. 

And the doctor/sailor will 
return then, too.

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to church members but also 
has tuition openings for non¬ 
members of the church. Mem¬ 
bers of the church support 
the school voluntarily. 

Gray explains that although 
he is not an ordained min¬ 
ister, his ministry is the school 
and he teaches doctrines of 
the Bible. 

Rev. Spencer Edwards is 
headmaster of Gooden School 
at 192 N. Baldwin in Sierra 
Madre. There are 57 students 
in grades K - 8 and six full¬ 
time teachers with two as¬ 
sistants handle all the teach¬ 
ing. 

Edwards explains that the 
school is Episcopal Church- 
related but that it is support¬ 
ed by tuition, grants and gifts. 

They are in their seventh 
year of emphasizing academics 
in their classical curriculum 
which includes Latin studies. 
They have a strong humani¬ 
ties program to reinforce their 
academic program, he says. 

Sister Helen Mary, princi¬ 
pal of St. Rita’s School says 
this year will show an en¬ 
rollment of 314 students of 
children K - 8th grade. 
There will be two kinder¬ 
garten classes for the first 
time this year. 

Twelve teachers handle the 
load with the help of 
mothers who are volunteer 
aides in the primary grades. 

St. Rita’s was founded in 
1922 with a four-room school 
building. This year they have 
spread out over three build¬ 
ings with the original build¬ 
ing just renovated for the 
parish activity center and pri¬ 
mary grade library. 

The Catholic nun, who is 
in her third year as principal 
of the school, says the philo¬ 
sophy is to “guide the stu¬ 
dents to the understanding of 
the dignity and superna¬ 
tural destiny of every per¬ 
son through the development 
of religious, intellectual, so¬ 
cial, psychological and physi¬ 
cal education.” 

On Sept. 9, faculty mem¬ 
bers will meet for a retreat 
in Azusa and the following 
day will have a faculty meet¬ 
ing at the school. On Sept. 
11 teachers attend a work¬ 
shop, and school opens Sept. 
14. 

On the first day of school 
classes will dismiss at noon 
but the rest of the year will 
meet from 8:15 to 2:30 p.m. 

On Sept. 24 there is orienta¬ 
tion for parents, and the lo¬ 
cal police department sponsors 
a bicycle rodeo. 

Maranatha High School, lo¬ 
cated at Highland and Canon, 
also opens Sept. 14. 

Mama Pete’s Pre-schooi 
started during WWll when 
children of defense workers 
needed a place to stay while 
their parents worked. After 
the war, Marjorie Peterson, 
owner of the school, says no 
one would allow her to stop. 
In 1949 she went from day 


care to pre-school. Her hus¬ 
band, Charles, constructed 
the school buildings and the 
pool in back of the Peter¬ 
son home at 71 Suffolk. 

Twenty-four children are 
taught a structured program 
by five teachers between the 
hours of 7:30 a.m. and 5 p.m. 
The program stresses math 
and reading as well as crafts. 
There are swimming lessons 
given in the summers. 

A limited number of appli¬ 
cations are still available for 
the 1981-82 school year at 
Hastings Ranch Nursery 
School, a cooperative pre¬ 
school located on the grounds 
of the Trinity Presbyterian 
Church, 3740 E. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., Pasadena. 

Hastings Ranch Nursery 
School is a non-sectarian, 
non-profit school founded in 
1952 by parents who wanted 
quality education for their 
young children. The school’s 
program is designed to help 
a child feel comfortable in a 
school environment. 

School goals include en¬ 
couraging individual crea¬ 
tivity, social and emotional 
maturation and intellectual 
growth as each child shows 


interest and readiness. 

The uniqueness of each 
child is valued and respect¬ 
ed. Art, music, dance, litera¬ 
ture, science, conceptual learn¬ 
ing, dramatic play and active 

physical play are all part of 
an environment conducive to 
the total growth of a child. 

Children, 2 to 5 years of 
age may be enrolled two, three 
or five mornings a week.
